LI 8 the 23 of September, into the Coun-. 
+ bs ty of Wicklo , wherethe enemy had 
3 a gariſon about 14 miles from. Du6+ 
= lis called Xillingherick, which they 
' quitting, a Company of the Army 
was pur' therein, From thence the Army marched 
chrough almolt a defolated Countrey, until it came 
r0a paſlape over the River Doro, abour a'mile a+ 
bove the Caſtle of Arcklp , which was thefirſt Seat 
ind Honor of the Marques of 0rwonds family,which 
he had ſtrongly fortified , but was upon che ap- 
proach of rhe*Armyquitted, wherein we left another 
company of foot, From thence the Army marched 
rowards bas "oh , Where in the way was a ftrong 
and large Caſtle, at a Town called Zanrick , the 
ancient Seat of the Eſmonds , where the encmy had 
a ſtrong gatiſon-, "which they' buent and quitted the 
day befote or” eoming- thither, - From thence we 
marched rowards Ferxs, an Epiſcopal Scat, - where 
was a Caſtle, to which I ſent Colonel Reynolds 
with a party'to ſuinmon it, which accordingly he 
did , arid it was ſlirrendred ro him ; where we ha- 
ving put a company , Es the Arwy to a ww

o0t of 12 Guns lying in the Harbor, withia Canon- 
ſhot of the Fort : The dragoons poſſeſſed the Forr, 
and ſome Seamen belonging to your Fleet, coming 
happily in at the ſame time, rhey bent theirGuns at the 
Frigot, and ſhe immediately yielded to mercy, both 
her (elf, the ſoldiers that had been in the Fort, and 
the Seamen that manned her : And whilſt our men 
were in her , the Town not knowing whart had hap- 
ned , ſent another ſmall Veſſel ro her,. which our 
menalſo took : The Governor of the Town having 
obtained from me a ſafe condut for the four per- 
ſons mentioned, in one of the Papers , to come and 
treat with mie about the ſurrender of the Town , I 
expected they ſhould have done fo . bur in ſtead 
thereof, the Earl of Caſtlehaven brought to their 
relief on the Northſide of the River , about five 
hundred foor, which occaſioned their refufal to ſend 
out any to treat , and cauſed me to revoke my ſafe 
conduct, not thinking it fit to leave it for them to 
make uſe of it when they pleaſed; our Canon be- 
ing landed , and we having removed all our quarters 
to the South-eaſt end of the" Town, next the Caſtle, 
it was generally agreed that we ſhould bend the 
whole ftrength of our Artillery upon the Caftle, be- 
ing perſwaded that if we gor the Caſtle , the Town 
would caſtly follow., Upon Therſday the 11. inſtant 
(our Batteries being finiſhed the night before) we 
began to play betimes in the morning , and having 
ſpent neer a hundred ſhor, the' Governors ſtomack 
came down , and he-ſ{cnr'ro me to giveleave for” 
four perſons .intruſted by him , ro come unto_me. 
and offer terms of ſurrender, which T condeſcending : 
to, 


- to becomea prey tothe Sol 
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to, two field Officers, with an Alderman. of the 
Town, and the-Caprain of the Caſtle, brought out 
rhe Propdfitions incloſed', which for their abomina- 
blens(s, manifeſting alſo the impudency of the men, 
I thought fit to preſent ro-your view, together with 
my anſiver, which indeed had no effe&t, for whilſt 
T was preparing of it , ſtudying. ro preſerve the. 
Town: from plunder, that it might be of rhe more 
uſe to you and your Army , The Captain who was. 
one of the Commiſſioners being fairly treated, yiel- 
ded up the Caſtle t9- us : upon the top of which 
our men no ſooner appeared ,. but the enemy quit- 
red the walls of the Town,which our men perceiving, 
ran violently upon the- Town- with their ladders 
and ſtormed it: And -when they were come into. 
the Market-place , the enemy making a Riff reli- 
ſtance, our forces brake them , and then pur all 
to the ſword rhat came in their way : Two Boatfuls 
of the Enemy attempting to eſcape, being overpreſt 
with numbers, funk, whereby were drowned near 
Three hundred of them : I believe in all there was 
loſt of the Enemy not many leſs then two thouſand, 
and1 believe not Twenty of yours killed, from firſt 
to laſt of the Siege. And indeed, it hath not with- 
out cauſe been deeply {et upon our hearts, that we. 
intending better ro this place, then ſo greata ruinc, 
hoping the Town-might be of more . to you and 
your Army ; yet God would not hayc it ſo, but by 
af unexpected Providence, in his Rightcous Juſtice, 
brought a juſt J pagementupgathent, cauling chem.

bor. This Townis now ſo in your power, that the 
former Inhabitants T believe ſcarce one in twenty can 
challenge any "nas ney their houſes, moſt of them 
arerun away, and many of them killed in this ſer- 
vice; andir were to be wiſhed, that an honeſt peo- 
le would come and plant here, where are very good 
ouſes, and other Accommodations fitted to their 
hands, and may by your fayor be made of encou- 
ragement to them ; as alſo a ſeat of good trade;borh 
inward and outward', and of maryellous great ad- 
vantage in the _ of the Herring and other fiſhing. 
The Townis pleaſantly ſeated, and ſtrong, having a 
Rampert of Earth within the Wall, near fifteen foot 
thick. Thus it hath pleaſed God to give into your 
hands this other Mercy, for which, as for all, we 
pray God may have all the glory : Indeed your in- 
ſtraments are poor, and weak, and-can do nothing 
but through Believing , and that is the gift of Go

A day or two before our Battery was planted, Or-
